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Notes on 


HE first postage stamps of 
Denmark were issued under 
King Frederick VII (1848-63) 
in April of 1851. The designs 
included either the value of 
the stamp, or the crown and crossed 
swords of Denmark. The issue was 
printed by M. W. Ferslew. There 
were two values, the second value not 
appearing until April of 1852. 

The first Danish stamps with a por- 
trait appeared with the 1904-05 series 
of postage. King Christian IXth is 
portrayed on the 10, 20, 25, 50 and 100 
ore values. The others of the series 
contain the value of the denominations 
in the center. 

The 1907-12 postage series portrays 
on all values King Frederick VIII who 
came to the throne in 1906 (reigned 
to 1912). In May of 1912 Christian 
Xth came to the throne; a series por- 
traying him, his first stamps, appeared 
in 1913-15. ; 

In 1920 came a commemorative is- 
sue celebrating the union of Northern 
Schleswig with Germany. The stamps 
bear various castles in the design, as: 
Kronborg at Elsinore on the 10 ore, 
and Sonderborg castle on the 20 ore. 

In 1924 occurred the 300th anni- 
versary of the Danish postal system. 
The stamps which appeared portray 
two Danish Kings, Christian Xth of 
i is honored; and so is Christian 

ith. 


The first airmail stamps of the 
country appeared in 1925, the stamps 
bearing a design of a plane flying over 
aman with a plow. The issue was a

Stamps of Denmark

portraying Christian IVth to be some 
of the more interesting Danish por- 
traiture issues. 

Christian IVth was king during the 
European Thirty Years’ War, and 
leader of the Protestant faction in 
Lower Saxony area. He met a defeat 
in Brunswick (Aug. 1626), two years 
after the Danish postal system is said 





to have first been authoritatively es- 
tablished. Christian IVth made peace 
with the Germanic Emperor at Lubeck 
in 1629; the result was that Denmark 
received back all lands taken in the 
war, while the Danish king pledged 
himself no longer to interfere in Ger- 
man affairs. 

In making a collection of stamps 
it is interesting to add annotations in 
an album, particularly in a blank al- 
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bum, so that the issues are more 
readily understandable and so that the 
designs may be briefly and tersely ex- 
plained. Thus, besides the philatelic 
information we shall have history and 
geography notes of explanation to 
make such a collection more attractive. 





The 1926 Danish issue illustrates 
an early sailing vessel something like 
those used by the early Vikings. These 
tiny ships sailed across the Atlantic 
years before Columbus and the Span- 
iards began their trek. 

The average catalog prices of Dan- 
ish postage stamps are not steep. The 
2rs. stamp of the first issue is cata- 
loged at $100; but few other stamps 
of the country—outside the varieties 
of some of them—-are highly priced. 
A few are priced as high as $15 and 
$7, but the rest (the majority) are 
not highly priced. 

Denmark was once a great country, 
stretching over much of Scandinavia; 
and during the course of centuries 
Norway and Sweden contested for su- 
premacy with the Danes. The Danes 
met with some serious set-backs which 
of course would not be hinted on its 
stamps; such historic chapters must be 
“read” in Norwegian and Swedish is- 
sues.

First 
day of issue was June 24th. We also learn 
that one billion new lc stamps will be issued 
on July 6th, but whether this means a new 
design, or just additional supplies of the cur- 
rent design, we cannot say.

We note in Ward’s column in Mekeel’s that 
a “recut” has been discovered on the 4c Bi- 
centennial. It occurs on the same plate and 
pane as the one in which the broken line 
under “Cents’’ appears. The recut however 
occurs on the 89th stamp of the sheet and 
consists of the following ‘‘Washington’s left 
eyelid, instead of being without color, has 
diagonal lines. There is not a heavy tri- 
angular line above the lid but simply a thin 
single line and the eyebrow and the balance 
are slightly different.” We are fortunate in 
having in our collection a block of four, with 
plate number, of the broken line variety and 
so we also have the 89th stamp on the same 
block. 


ANDORRA—The new pictorial series, her- 
alded as far back as our issue of Oct. 3rd, 
was due to appear on June 16th. The designs 
shows views in the Vale of Andorra and the 
stamps are recess printed. At the time these 
appeared the provisionally overprinted French 
stamps were to be withdrawn.

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THE LYRE BIRD 


Our always welcome contemporary 
The Australian Stamp Journal, pub- 
lished, in the February issue, a most 
interesting description of the Lyre 
Bird, in an article officially furnished 
by the Commonwealth Postmaster 
General’s Department, and from it we 
take the liberty of giving the follow- 
ing extracts— 

The Lyre Bird is the subject of a 
design for a new 1/- postage stamp, 
which will be issued on the 15th Feb- 
ruary by the Postal Department. This 
stamp will be one of a series depict- 
ing the fauna of Australia, and it will 
replace the stamp of the “Kangaroo” 
design now in use. 

Of the birds typically Australian, 
the Lyre Bird has been selected as the 
most interesting, and much has been 
written regarding the characteristics 
of this remarkable bird. It is exceed- 
ingly shy and timid and so sensitive 
that attempts to keep it in captivity 
have so far not met with success. It 
has its haunts in heavily timbered 
country where the chances of being 
disturbed are very remote, and it is in 
these out-of-the-way places that the 
male bird displays his beautiful 
feathers and so ably imitates the cries 
of the other birds of the forest for the

benefit of his mate. Matings time is 
mid-winter and, so far as is known, 
the same birds mate each year. The 
hen bird lays only one egg each year 
and the period of incubation is about 
forty days. 

The colouring of the bird is dull, 
and is in keeping with its surround- 
ings. The predominating colour is 
dark brown, accompanied with grey as 
a contrast. In this respect, and, also, 
in regard to size, there is a similarity 
to the pheasant. It is thought by 
some that possibly the Lyre Bird is 
an offshoot from the pheasant family, 
although ornithologists place it in a 
class by itself. 

The conventional manner of depict- 
ing the male bird is with the tail 
feathers erect at right angles to the 
body, .and this manner has_ been 
adopted in connection with the new 
stamp design. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances these feathers are folded 
and lie in a line continuous with the 
‘ody, but on the occasion of a display 
the feathers are spread out in the 
shape of the lyre and are lifted over 
the bird’s head and back. It is dur- 
‘ng such phases that the bird’s won- 
derful power of mimicry is exercised, 
when the cries of the other birds are 
sroduced, the calls following one an- 
other continuously and without in- 
terval. The calls of numerous birds, 
such as the Kookaburra, Magpie, 
Cockatoo, Bell Bird, Butcher Bird, 
Whip Bird, and others are reproduced 
with equal facility, and even the calls 
of animals, or sounds, such as the 
chopping of wood, are imitated at 
times. 

The bird’s diet consists of insects, 
worms, centipedes, etc., and Nature 
has given it large and powerful claws 
with which to secure its food from 
the earth. 

In selecting this bird for the central 
figure of a stamp, the Postal Depart- 
ment has chosen one not only typical 
of Australia, but one which should 
prove a good advertisement for Aus- 
tralia. 

When it was decided to produce 
such a stamp, the Stamp Printer was 
asked to prepare designs and these 
sketches were submitted to the Or- 
nithologist of the National Museum 
for his criticism. Acting on his ad- 
vice, the drawings were slightly 
amended in order that the representa- 
tion of the bird should be technically 
correct, except that the conventional 
manner of showing the tail feathers 
erect has been adhered to.—Philatelic 
Journal of Great Britain.
